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Lo the Citizens of the Town of Plainfield. 


We herewith submit to your kindly consideration, our 
annual report of the condition of our educational interests, 
in accordance with law and established usage. 

We trust that our citizens will not be led into the error 
of assuming that the length or brevity of our comments 
upon the educational standing of our schools, governs in 
deciding in your minds as to the actual worth of the 
schools maintained for the past year. 

To the pupils we wish to say, as we have had occasion 
to individually, you have in the main shown an increased 
degree of interest in attendance and school work, and we 
beg leave to call the attention of our citizens to the ‘roll 
of honor” included in this report, which we think contains 
the largest number of names reported for several years. 

Our teachers have in the main been successful in their 
work. Your Board acknowledge that mistakes have been 
made in the selection of teachers, but are consoled by the 
belief that the person who has not made mistakes would 
be hard to find. However, most of our teachers have 
been faithful and painstaking, and have labored for the 
best interests of their pupils. We regret to say that some 
look upon the art of teaching as an easy way of earning a 
certain sum of money, and that is about the extent of 
thought they give to the interests of their scholars. Such 
teachers usually secure a position for only one term in a 
town. . 

But vour Board are of the opinion that school officers 
and teachers are not alone in making mistakes in our 
school affairs, for we regret to say,.that parents either 
take their scholars from school, or allowthem to absent 
themselves from school for what seems to your Board to 
be very frivolous reasons. Allowing us to judge, this is 
entirely wrong; for occasional absences can at best be but 
detrimental to that degree of success which every scholar 
should receive in our public schools. } 

We urge upon parents and citizens the importance of 
co-operating with school officers and teachers in the future 
as those most deeply interested in school affairs have in 
the past, in making our schools more and more efficient 
as the years go by, until they reach that degree of effi- 
ciency which would be desirable to all friends of education.
